Mankins stated that 
although the legal deadline 
for plow-down completion is 
January 15, “there is no need 
to delay while the weather is 
good, and let the infestation 
build up to do more damage 
each year.’ 

He added that there is a 
good possibility that the 
plow-down date will be 
moved back into December 
next year.

Hess states that he was never 
one who could punch a time 
clock, stand at an assembly line 
all day, and wait for the five 
o'clock whistle to blow. He 
admires, he says, European-made 
products, where workers take 
pride and a personal interest in 
each product they turn out 
whether it be automobiles, 
clocks, cameras, or furniture. 

The craftsmanship reflected 
in his products - works of art he 
calls them - is influenced by 
ideas he obtained while serving 
in the armed forces for six and a 
half years in Heidelberg, 
Germany, and from his early-day 
beach-combing friend Lee Dean 
of North Bend, Oregon. 

Dean also chose to pursue a 
life of wood crafting, said Hess, 
and is currently creating similar 
objects out of hard-to-find and 
expensive myrtlewood. Hess said 
he learned much of the values 
and techniques of working 
hardwoods from Dean. 

Hess sells approximately 90 
percent of his products to 
Nature’s Jewelbox, a gift and 
lapidary shop in the Doud 
Arcade at Carmel-By-The-Sea. 
Most of his creations wholesale 
at beginning prices of $200 or 
$300 for clocks, on up to 
$8,500 for an intricate, 
sais a coffee table.

and New York. Since this takes 
away much of the time he would 
like to spend working in his shop 
on Springville Drive in | 
Porterville, he is now training | 
two men to keep his established 
customers and retailers supplied. 

The apprentices, Jim Miller 
and Clyde Traphagan, will train 
for approximately three years 
with Hess literally looking over 
their shoulders before being: — 
allowed to complete a table | 
without supervision. : 

Hess said he is a “stickler” for ~~ 
detail and precision in fitting 
wood joints and in the finishing 
process, and both Miller and 
Traphagan readily agree that this 
is the case. 

Most of the Hess tables are 
made from buckeye burlwood, 
found in the Sierra foothills. The 
total process of digging the — 
wood and roots out of the 
ground with a caterpillar, to 
final sanding takes a total of two 
to five years. 

This involves taking the wood 
through eleven processes, said 
Hess, plus the dry storing 
process which can take up to 
two years in itself. Hess now has 
a supply of wood cut, 
sand-blasted, fumigated, cured, 
and barked, and could have a 
table custom-made in 
approximately two months.

PORTERVILLE - 
Mexican-American farm workers 
who attended the Farm Workers’ 
Initiative meeting Monday 
evening at the One-Way youth 
center at Fourth and Putnam in 
Porterville, promised County 
Initiative Chairman Ben Webb 
that they will fill the youth 
center next Monday evening 
with initiative supporters, now 
that they understand the 
purpose of the initiative. 

Spokesmen for the workers 
stated that since many of the 
workers do not speak English, 
there have been some 
misconceptions among the 
workers about the purpose of 
the initiative currently being 
circulated throughout California. 
The initiative measure provides 
for secret ballot elections for 
both union and non-union 
workers, and would prohibit 
secondary boycotting. 

Webb explained to them, 
with the assistance of an English 
and Spanish-speaking daughter 


of one of the workers, that all 
who sign the petition must be 
citizens of the United States and ~ 
registered voters in Tulare 
county. ‘

It is time for all Califor- 
nians, including the carpet- 
baggers who are making Cali- 
fornia a target for destruction, 


to stop and consider careful- 


ly the collateral consequences 
of irresponsible actions. 

That is the candid view of 
Burnham Enersen, immediate 
past president of the Califor- 
nia Chamber of Commerce, 
and noted California attorney. 

Shortly before the end of 
his chamber presidency in 
mid-November, Enersen set 
forth this thesis which he 
labeled “the crisis in confi- 
dence.” By way of outline, he 
said: 

“Today, new forces are at 
work which could, by design 
or reckless irresponsibility, 
kick the supports from under 
our state’s economy and gov- 
ernment. Energy being spent 
in tearing down California 
threatens to exceed the efforts 
of the constructive and the 
creative.” 


As illustration, Enersen 
said: 

“Reflect upon recent head- 
lines: 

“The growing attacks on 
private enterprise. 

“The disruption of the judi- 
cial process through violence 
and abuse of our trial system. 

“The bombing of police sta- 
tions and cold-blooded assas- 
sination of police officers.” 

“Tll-conceived initiative and 
legislative proposals which 
would hamstring the econ- 
omy. 

“Organized attacks at pub- 
lic events, such as those at 
Cal-Expo, by mobs of self- 
styled rebels.” 

Enersen comments, “it 
seems nearly impossible to get 
the truth across.” Is it, he 
asks, “because people would 
rather be frightened by a lie 
than be assured by the truth? 
Is there no ‘excitement’ in 
truth any more?” 

One example of the big lie 
technique cited by Enersen 
was the bitter attack on Pres- 
ident Nixon by political op-

In refreshing terms, Ener- 
sen said that if we can de- 
velop a ‘‘united purpose, 
strong leadership and dedi- 
cated effort” the result will be 
that “instead of losing our 
way of freedom we shall re- 
inforce it and pass it on 
stronger than ever to the next 
generation.”

SCIENTISTS STUDY

LYGUS RESISTANCE 

SHAFTER — A research 
project to discover how cotton 
might build natural genetic 
resistance to lygus bugs was 
recently undertaken by a team 
of University of California 
scientists at Shafter. 

Lygus, which caused more 
than $25 million damage last 
year to California cotton 
growers, can be controlled 
chemically. Project Leader Dr. 
Tom Leigh stated, however, that 
chemical control brings on 
outbreaks of bollworm, cabbage 
looper, and beet armyworm by 
killing natural predators and 
parasites.

Farm Advisor 
Analyzes Cotton 
Production Slump — 


VISALIA — ‘Cotton 
production in Tulare county is 
down somewhat this year due to 
adverse- weather, and problems 
with Acala SJ-1 variety 
according to Alan George, 
county farm advisor. 

George stated that three 
severe storms during the normal 
period for stand development 
caused: many growers to re-plant 


as late as the first week in-June, ° 


thus making a late cotton crop. 
In addition, he said, plants were 
slightly -stunted by a 
combination of rain and hail. 

He added that SJ-1 variety 
often has difficulty in recovering 
from adverse weather 
conditions, and that seedling 
development has been slow 
because of the combined cool 
and damp weather. 

Other factors which George 
stated as affecting the cotton 
crop are: Acala SJ-1 
susceptibility to Verticilium 
wilt; its greater requirement for 
potassium than Acala 4-42; and 
lack of weed control in some 
fields. 

“Tulare county growers have 
been told many times in recent 
years that lack of rotation, 
potassium deficiency, and poor 
cultural practices have been 
major factors in the disease 
buildup and yield decline in this 
county.” said George. 

He added that it is “difficult 
to understand how growers in 
the area can reduce their disease 
problem or increase their yield 
with Acala SJ-1 variety as the 


official one variety.” George 
stated that yield losses by 
growers have risen to 177 


pounds of lint per acre since 
SJ-1 took the place of 
multi-family Acala 4-42 ten 
years ago.

PESTICIDE CONTROL ACT RECEIVES 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVE APPROVAL 


WASHINGTON, D.c. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
recently. stated that House 
passage of the Federal 
Environmental Pesticide Control 
Act of 1971 “will advance our 
efforts to protect the public’s 
health as well as the 
environment against the 
indiscriminate use and abuse of 
pesticides.” 

Mathias pointed out that this 
legislation will not hamstring the 
farmer. He said the bill was 
developed by the Agriculture 
Committee with a deep 
understanding of the basic needs 
of a modern and efficient 
agricultural industry. 

The House of Representatives 


passed the Pesticide Control Act ’ 


on November 9 by a vote of 288 
to 91. The act will amend 
existing law regulating 
pesticides, which is primarily a 
registration and labeling law, 
said Mathias. 

The bill will redirect the 
thrust of the pesticide law by 


providing for regulation through « 


the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) of both the 
manufacturing of pesticides and 
their use by individuals and 
commercial users, he added. 

The major provision of this 
Control Act requires the 
registration of all 


pesticide-producing firms.. This 
registration will be in one of two 
categories, “general use” and 
“restricted use.” 

A product registered in the 
“general use” category is one in 
which the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s 
Administrator has determined 
will not cause substantial adverse 
effects on the environment when 
used according to directions. 

Products in the “restricted 
use” category are ones that 
could cause adverse effects on 
the environment, and could only 
be used by or under the 
supervision of a certified 
pesticide applicator or be subject 
to other regulatory restrictions. 

The bill would also require 
approval of the Environmental 
Protection Agency for new 
pesticides.

Two California wildlife bi- 
ologists are currently deep in 
British Columbia’s rugged 
Fraser River country on an 
exciting safari aimed at re- 
storing one of this state’s 
orginal wild creatures to a 
portion of its native range. 

Their quarry is the Cali- 
fornia bighorn sheep, a mag- 
nificently horned animal 
highly prized as a hunting 
trophy in areas where its 
population permits its har- 
vest. 

Closely related to the Dall 
sheep of Alaska as well as the 
Rocky Mountain and Desert 
bighorns — all of which are 
said to have reached this con- 
tinent from Asia across the 
Bering Sea eons ago — the 
California bighorn once 
ranged throughout the high 
country of the state. 

But even though the big- 
horn have been fully protect- 
ed in California for more 
than a century and have not 
been legally hunted here. 
their numbers have declined 
steadily since the late 1800s to 
the point where only about 
200 animals are estimated to 
remain in the state. These are 
found in small scattered pop- 
ulations along the eastern 
ridge of the Sierras from 
Mono County southward. 

The two wildlife experts 
now in the field, Dick Weaver 
of the California Department 
of Fish and Game and Dr. 
Charles Hansen of the Na- 
tional Park Service, will as- 
sist B. C. personnel in trap- 
ping eight to 12 California 
bighorn now abundant in the 
region. 

The present Canadian resi- 
dents will then return to their 
ancestral grounds in Northern 
California for release and re- 
population, initially in the 
Lava Beds National Monu- 
ment area of Siskiyou County.

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Pro And Con Arguments Can Be Filed 
On Proposed Pink Bollworm Quarantine 


SACRAMENTO - A 
proposed pink bollworm interior 
quarantine covering all cotton 
growing counties in California 
has been announced by State 
Director of Agriculture Jerry W. 
Fielder. 

Purposes of the emergency 
regulation are: To keep pink 
bollworm from spreading to 
other cotton growing states (a 
requirement of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture); and 
to relieve the Kern County 
cotton growing industry of the 
present costly requirement of 
fumigating many cotton 
commodities shipped into other 
California cotton growing 
counties. 

Under present regulation, all 
cottonseed in Kern County 
which has not been crushed by 
April 1 must be fumigated, 
which is a costly process, 
necessary to reduce the chance 
of pink bollworm spreading to 
nearby areas. 

Seed crushing mills in Kern 
county, working day and night 
from November to April, are 
unable to crush all the seed into 
oil, cotton seed cake and meal. 

All forms of cotton, including 
lint, seed, linters, waste, hulls, 
cake, meal and gin trash, along 
with used cotton harvesting 
equipment, other cotton 
processing machinery, picker 
sacks and used bagging are 
covered in the quarantine. 

The proposed new quarantine 
regulation divides the cotton 
growing counties of California 
into a “heavily infested” area 


and a “lightly infested” area. 

All cotton growing counties 
in the San Joaquin valley are 
designated in the “lightly 
infested”’ area, including Kern, 
Fresno, Kings, Madera, Merced 
and Tulare counties. 

The “heavily infested” area 
comprises the cotton growing 
areas in the counties of Inyo, 
Imperial, Los Angeles, Riverside, 
San Bernardino and San Diego. 

Under the new quarantine 
proposal cotton lint, seed, 
linters, waste and gin trash can 
not be moved from the heavily 
infested area into the lightly 
infested area. 

Movement of cotton seed or 
lint from either of the two areas 
is restricted movement to other 
states. 

Exemptions include baled 
cotton lint, linters and lint 
cleaner waste when such 
products have been given 
standard compression and are 
free from surface contamination. 
Additional exemptions are 
cotton seed cake and cotton 
seed meal in new or clean 
containers. 

Mechanical cotton picking 
machines must. be fumigated 
before being moved from the 
area under quarantine.

There’s a bit of irony in 
that fact which should be not- 
ed by various preservationist 
groups now trumpeting loud- 
ly for a ban against all hunt- 
ing. 

There isn’t a sportsman or 
outdoor organization in the 
state — nor any of the gov- 
ernmental agencies which 
manage wildlife resources — 
even. thinking about hunting 
the California bighorn. Yet it 
is the license fees of the hunt- 
ers themselves which have 
paid for the return of this out- 
standing game animal to his 
fully protected home ground 
in Northern California for the 
enjoyment of all who believe 
that wild animals are a part 
of our heritage which should 
be preserved.

Ketchum Terms 
lilegal Alien 
Bill A “Mistake” . 


SACRAMENTO — 
Assemblyman William Ketchum 
recently termed as “one of the 
biggest mistakes made all year,” 
a bill signed into law by 
Governor Ronald Reagan which 
makes it punishable to hire 
persons illegally living and 
working in California. 

The new law requires that an 
employer be open to criminal 
prosecution if he does not make 
sure that those he hires are 
either United States citizens or 
are aliens granted legal entry to 
this country. Social Security 
cards, green work cards issued 
by the union, and drivers 
licenses can be readily 
manufactured and then shared, 
said Ketchum. 

“If there is one thing that 
agriculture does not need,” 
Ketchum stated, “it is more 
paper work and more expenses. 
Proponents of this bill obviously 
did not have agriculture in mind 
when they voted for it.” 

He added that the bill opens 
up possibilities for 
discrimination and harassment 
to U.S. citizens of Mexican 
ancestry.
